One of the most potent factors in 
promoting the growth of a healthy 
imperial spirit is the work carried 
on in the schools and colleges of the 
Empire. A marked federal tendency 
is beginning to characterise their 
work and aims, There is a growing 
feeling expecially in the colonies to 
emphasize the symbols of a larger 
unity. The flag and Empire day are 
examples. Teachers and professors 
are striving to create a habit of mind 
um the yuung students favorable to 
the ultimate consolidation of our 
common interests and responsibilit- 
tes. The British ideals of ‘ivilise- 
tion have taken a firm hold on the 
imagination of young men in all col- 
onial universities. In the University 
of Toronto the imperial tone is deep 
and strong, in contrast to the under- 
graduate spirit two decades ago. 

The interchange of teachers is a 
distinctly federal tendency. The flow 
of teachers has ‘hitherto been from 
the old to the new parts of the em- 
pire, but what is there to prevent 
some bright Rhodes scholar settling 
in some English college like our “own 
Dr. Osler. It ia difficult to estimate 
the influence of the Rhodes men at 
the heart of our system of higher 

‘ education. Lord Rosebery, always 
a safe authority on questions of this 
nature informs us that all schools of 
political thought look to higher edu- 
cation as «a non-party centripetal 
force.
